4-MILE ROAD CUT 
THROUGH 12 FEET OF 
SNOW TO STEAMER 


Cargo of Autos, Valued at 
$250,000, Salvaged From 
Stranded Lake Ship. 


By the Associated Press. 

CALUMET, Mich., March 5.— 
The cutting of a highway through 
four miles of forest and the use 
of a rotary plow to open a road 
through 12 feet of snow, have been 
necessary in the salvaging of a 
250,000 cargo of automobiles, 
shipwrecked when the steamer 
City of Bangor was beached at 
Keweenaw Point in a Lake Supe- 
rior storm last Nov. 30. 

The automobiles, only slightly 
damaged, now are their way to a 
railroad for return to a Detroit 
factory. Sixty days were required 
to remove the machines from the 
stranded ship. 

Cutting of the highway through 
the forest was necessary to reach 
a logging road which touched the 
shore of Lake Superior several 
miles from the point where the 
City of Bangor was beached. 

The automobiles then were driv- 
en over the lake ice to the snow 
road which is being opened at the 
rate of a mile a day by the ro- 
tary plow. 


DYING TRAPPER'S DOGS LOSE 
100-MILE RACE TO BRING AID 


Master Dead When Malamutes and 
Indian Arrive at Cabin 
in Alaskan Wastes.

CIRCLE CITY, Alaska, March 5. 
—How two Malamute dogs made 
a losing race across the most urm- 
inhabited section of Northern 
Alaska to summon aid for their 
dying master was disclosed tonight. 

The story was related by Ginnis 
Solomon, an Indian, who lives on 
virtually. unexplored Black 
' River, 100 miles Northeast of Cir- 
cle City. The two dogs of Roy Fel- 
ter, a trapper, arrived at Solomon's 
lonely cabin early Monday morn- 
ing. Their feet were cut and 
bleeding from the long race over 
the jagged ice and snow. Each 
bore a note from Felter. The 
notes, wet and faded, could not be 
read, but Solomon started 
Felter’s camp, feeling that the 
trapper was ill and needed assist- 
ance.

OF WORLD'S FAIR 
TOBE TORN DOWN 


Used Until Recently by 
Fine Arts School, Now in 
New Building on Wash- 
ington U. Campus. 


PART OF THE OLD 
INTERIOR SAVED 


Ceilings and Woodwork of 
Elizabethan and Georgian 
‘Rooms Removed te 
School’s New Quarters.

Abandoned by the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts a few months 
ago, the building on the Washing- 
ton University campus which was 
the British pavilion during the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 
1904 is about to be demolished 

Striking in architecture— and 
notable in construction, it has 
outlived its usefulness and begun 
to look extremely shabby. Bids for 
its removal are being sought by 
the university, which thinks the 
price ought to be favorable  be- 
cause Of valuable salvage.

17 years, 
up to last June, nearly 8000 young 
men and women, who affected be- 
daubed smecks and squinted at 
models, pencil in hand, learned to 
draw and paint there. Sometimes 
on summer evenings student 
dances were held beneath gay 
lanterns on the piazza.

today at a caucus of the Senate 
Democrats. No vote was taken on 
the subject, but the opinion was 
generally expressed that the party 
should wage the next campaign on 
“fundamental” lines, with special 
attention to the tariff and the evi- 
dences of Republican election cor- 
ruption uncovered by the Reed 
campaign fund investigating com- 
mittee. The caucus was in pri- 
vate, 

Senator Rabinson of Arkansas, 
the minority leader, described the 
meeting as having been, “a pro- 
tracted and amicable discussion of 
legisiatlor},” resulting in agreement 
“on fundamentals” to be stressed 
in the campaign. The cancus) rec- 
ognized, he said, that there were 
differences among Democrats on 
the prohibition question. 

- “Prohibition,” he added, “is not 
4 partisan question and cannot be 
made a partv issue.” 

Hawes Replies to Bruce.. 

A slight break in the harmony 
of the meeting, it was learned, was 
occasioned by a speech in which 
Senator Hawes of Missouri paid po- 
lite but pointed respects to Bruce. 
Hawes objected to Bruce's recent 
sharp criticism of the Senate wets 
who refused to follow his (Bruce's) 
leadership in opposing cloture on 
the prohibition reorganization bill. 
Defending his vote for cloture, 
Hawes pointed out that when this 
bill came to a vote, only five Sena- 
tors, by no means the full wet 
strength of the Senate, joined 
Bruce in opposition. 

This is the bill which divorces 
the prvhibition unit from the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau and makes 
it a separate bureau of the Treas- 
ury Department. Reed of Missouri! 
and Edge of New Jersey, a wet 
Header on the Republican side, were 
among the large majority who fa- 
vored it. 

Bruce, it was said, modified his 
criticism in his reply to Hawes, and 
from that time forward, by all ac- 
counts, the meeting was a “Demo- 
cratic love feast.”’

AMERICAN INFLUENCE IN PERSIA. 
MAURICE PERNOT in Revue des deux 
Mondes, as translated for the Kansas 
(‘ity Star. ' 
HE considerable influence which the 
Americans exercise in Persia is to some 
extent due to the fact that, next to the En- 
glish and the Russians, they are the largest 
purchasers of Persian products, but much 
more to the fact that the Shah's Govern- 
ment has confided to them the direction and 
reform of the imperial finances. There is 
some conflict of opinion in Persia regard- 
ing the work of the American advisers. I 
heard them criticised for excessive central- 
ization, not applicable to a country whose 
territory is so strongly differentiated and 
where communication is so slow and irreg- 
ular. When they present the apparent bal- 
incing of the budget as proof of the good 
results obtained, they are reminded of the 
heavy advances made to the treasury by 
he imperial bank. The fact remains, how- 
that Dr. Millspaugh and his assistants 
restored some order to Persian fi- 
nances, something of which they were in 
creat need. At the time of the last famine 
the American mission, by a prompt requi- 
sition of all means of transport and timely 
iases of Indian wheat, succeeded in 
ug down the Russian prices and sen- 
y lessening the suffering. The Amert- 
cans hold the purse strings in Persia, which 
means that their influence is considerable. 
In fact, the employneént of foreign officials 
in any capacity is subject to their approval, 
and it is surprising the extent to which the 
departments in which Persia requires help 
are the very ones which the Americans are 
able to man,

MID the clatter and push of 

modern life the English Sing- 

ers sound a tranquil note from 
the past. This band of incompar 
able artista appeared in Howard 
Hall, the Principia, Friday night 
and their sipging of fifteenth and 
sixteenth century morets, madrigals 
and ballads more than justified 
their tremendous reputation. 

To speak of the English Singers 
as incomparable is to use the mot 
juste. For there is no organiza- 
tion known to music lovers of 
either Europe or America which 
pretends to carry out the artistic 
mission which they have under 
taken. Their value, of course, lies 
in the beauty of their ensemble 
singing, for the Iinditidual voices. 
while pleasing, are not unusual. 

But for a comparison of the gra- 
clous fusion- and balance which 
their voices attained while singing 
together one must go to a well 
trained string quartet. Even that 
comparison doesn’t do them com- 
plete justice for the contrapuntal! 
writers of the Elizabethan 
period and thereabouts believed in 
giving each individual] voice its 
chance.
